Marvin Miller WA6GBW has been our long-term keeper of the MDARC.org website, and continues to 
do fine work. Whatever I ask him to do, he always does it, and I very much appreciate that. A couple 
of members from the Club, including Patrick Miller KK6DBX and Mike Patterson N6JGA, have 
stepped forward and offered to help out Marvin with some of the work that is involved with maintaining 
the site.

Our December meeting will be our annual Christmas Party and Awards Ceremony. We are having our 
party at Zio Fraedo’s Restaurant in Pleasant Hill on Sunday, December 15. A social hour begins at 5:00 
PM and Dinner will commence at 6:00 PM. Tickets are $45 per person (kids, 10 and under, are half- 
price). If you would like to attend, please contact Misa Siemons KJ6BUE at 925-945-8007, or 
misa@siemons.com. This will be a very special night of friendship, camaraderie, and some very sig- 
nificant awards. 


Ray Gaschk AG6SI and myself were invited to visit Valley Christian Schools in San Jose. We were 
contacted because of our work with Elk Antennas. We were invited by the dean of the Applied Sci- 
ence, Math, and Engineering department (ASME), Werner Vavken WB6RAW. Ray and I had no idea 
what we were in for. It turns out that one of the philosophies of this school is that electromagnetism un- 
derlies virtually all systems in the universe. Their belief is that the best way to teach electromagnetism 
is to get every student to become an amateur radio operator! They began operating by working various 
satellites, and that led to working the International Space Station (ISS). From there, they began con- 
structing experiments that ride aboard the ISS. Werner Vavken has brought in several retired engineers 
from the electronics, aerospace, and medical worlds to become teachers at this school.

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They have designed and built their own experiments - even the cases that the experiments ride up in. 
Four experiments are powered by a single USB port from one of the astronauts laptops. From time to 
time, the astronauts take the automatically accumulated data and photos, and send them back to earth 
for analysis by the students. The students then present their findings at JPL each summer. The experi- 
ments have centered around activities that would be best suited for a zero or microgravity environment. 
One experiment that caught my eye was a method of plating metals in microgravity. Apparently, the 
results are being looked at by industry, because the results suggest that you can get certain effects that 
are not possible on earth. Ray and I noticed that there were spectrum analyzers, oscilloscopes, and sol- 
dering stations in just about every science classroom. It was just inspiring. 


The day concluded with the students providing us with a PowerPoint presentation on the radiation properties of 
an Elk Antenna. In the weeks before we visited, the students built a test range and plotted the pattern of the Elk 
2M/440L5 antenna. They analyzed the data and created a wonderful presentation for Ray and I. When Ray and 
I made our way back to the car to head back home, we sat there for a few moments and asked each other, “did 
that really happen?” It was just an incredible day, and it gave me great hope for the future of our kids and soci- 
ety. 


Changing gears here a bit, just before Thanksgiving, I received a phone call from the North Peak tower owner. 
He indicated that the FCC was looking for interference that was thought to be generated by our ATV transmitter 
on 1241.25 MHz. I called Fred Coe WB6ASU and asked him to turn off our ATV transmitter until we could do 
some testing. I notified Trevor Hall WA6JAU, our Technical Committee chair and Jay Caldis KT6Y, the W6CX 
trustee. Fred and Trevor formulated a plan to go up the mountain to determine if the interference was truly be- 
ing generated by our equipment, and sure enough, we had a prominent spur near 1227.6 MHz, exactly the fre- 
quency that was receiving interference. The day was not a total loss. Trevor was able to re-install the APRS 
digipeater after re-programming by Ron Luttringer K6XC, and Trevor. However, the ATV transmitter would 
have to remain off the air until a proper fix could be made. Fred did some retuning, and was able to reduce and 
move the spur, but it still presented an issue - for somebody out there, and it was out of our band. 


A call went out to the ATV community asking if anyone had a certain model of transmitter in their possession 
that they could donate. Dick Fletcher AF9RF responded with a hardy “affirmative”, and that device was rushed 
up to Fred’s workshop in Acampo (just north of Lodi). Fred was already busy creating his own transmitter, but 
is now working on both devices to see which one gives him the best results. Hopefully, we will have ATV back 
up on the air shortly. 


Subsequently, I received a call from Agent Phillips from the FCC on my cell phone. This is my first contact 
with the FCC about an issue or problem with operating that I have ever had. If I can be honest, I was quite 
frightened that he would provide me with a “Notice of Apparent Liability,” and give me a “monetary forfeiture.” 
Agent Phillips was just as nice as he could have been, and was happy that we were as responsive to stopping the 
interference as we were. As a practice, I really want to keep my contacts with the FCC as friendly (and few) as 
possible. I am glad that they are out there doing their fine work, and we certainly try to do our very best by put- 
ting the best signals out on the air. I think that that Agent Phillips appreciated that. I will keep you all posted as 
to what happens in the future, as we get back on the air. 


I want to take this time to wish all of you a very happy holiday season! There is much to be thankful for, but I 
have to tell all of you, some of the greatest things in my life are all the friends that my family and I have made in 
this fantastic hobby of ours. I hope you all make a few great contacts on the air and in person during this season. 
I hope to see all of you at the Christmas Party, and if not, I hope to catch you at the January meeting!

Trevor has the form for someone to file the claim on the 
coax and antennas. Value is about $2000. Jim and Trevor will discuss after our meeting today. 

- Retuned the CERT repeater for the WC team 

- Cannot disable individual codes. Trevor says he can pull the autoslot out. But users can still dial direct. 
(something for the technical committee to work on and come back with a recommendation to cut folks out who 
don’t pay their dues. The club should consider cutting off auto patch. No one uses it.) Trevor says he can change 
the access code for auto patch so unless you are a member and issued a new code you won’t know what to dial. 
There is only one auto patch code for everybody. Group agrees the code should change. Technical Committee 
will look to change it January 31st. This to be an annual procedure 


Emergency Communications - Tom intends to continue through 2014 

- Harry Styron has retired as officer of RACES. They are looking for nomination to fill his spot. 

- There’s been discussion with John out of the ARES group. Questions were asked by Chuck Graham on the 
status of ARES.
